Anstey out, 
while Kelly 
backpedals

$400,000 from Metro Centre account for concerts last 
summer © Anstey was going to stay on until end of June 

Secret emergency meetings, quick resigna¬ 
tions and political backtracking were rank 
in city hall on Thursday. 

Councillors were pulled into an in-cam- 
era meeting at 3 p.m. They came out near¬ 
ly two hours later and publicly accepted 
the immediate resignation of deputy CAO 
Wayne Anstey. 

“It’s become evident to me over the 
past 24 hours that many members of 
council were uncomfortable with me stay¬ 
ing around until June 30, so we’ve mutual¬ 
ly agreed I will terminate my employment 
immediately,” Anstey told reporters with 
his family standing behind him. 

Then, when asked if Mayor Peter Kelly 
knew Anstey was going to give a cash ad¬ 
vance, he said “yes.” 

“The mayor didn’t have the power to 
make what happened happen, and I had 
that power. I made the final decision,” 

Anstey said. 

Kelly said on Wednesday he attended a 
meeting discussing the cash-crunched pro¬ 
moter but the decision was made by 
Anstey alone after the meeting broke up. 

On Thursday his comments were a little 
different. 


“This puts an 
end to it and 
hopefully the 
report from the 
auditor general 
will bring forth 
all the facts.”

“He advised me what he was going to 
do but he didn’t advise me that it was 
contrary to policy,” Kelly said. “I knew it 
was being done, absolutely, but I didn’t 
know it was contraiy to policy.” 

He said he won’t step down because he 
has a job to do and he didn’t feel it was in¬ 
appropriate that he chaired Thursday’s in¬ 
camera meeting. 

When reporters asked repeatedly if he 
knew the money was coming from the 
Metro Centre, Kelly would only say he 
thought at the time Anstey advanced the 
money according to policy.

Premier Darrell Dexter 
waded into Halifax’s con¬ 
cert bailout scandal Thurs¬ 
day, saying he turned down 
a funding request from 
Mayor Peter Kelly just days 
before one of two money¬ 
losing events was held last 
summer. 

Dexter said Kelly phoned 
him July 20 asking him to 
reconsider a $200,000 loan 
guarantee that had already 
been turned down by the 
province. 

Dexter said for a second 
time he turned down Kelly, 
who is embroiled in contro¬ 
versy over $400,000 in re¬ 
payable grants that were 
given to the promoter of 
the concerts without the

knowledge or consent of 
city council. 

“My position when I was 
taking that call was one of 
just reiterating to the may¬ 
or what he had already 
been told ... that we were 
not in a position to do that,” 
said Dexter. 

Poor advance ticket sales 
for the two concerts — one 


of which was headlined by 
the Black Eyed Peas — 
meant the events would be 
cancelled unless the region 
picked up the financial 
slack. 

Dexter wouldn’t offer an 
opinion on why Kelly had 
made the last-minute call, 
given that authorization for 
the payments was made 
just a day later on July 21. 

“All I was doing was dy¬ 
ing to be firm and polite 
with the mayor in saying 
no, this doesn’t fit with our 
priorities,” said Dexter. “I 
don’t know the back story 
on what’s going on with 
council or what their con¬ 
siderations are.”

Professor described as 
positive, engaged in campus 


Friends and colleagues of a 
professor known for im¬ 
proving educational oppor¬ 
tunities for African Nova 
Scotians are mourning her 
death and struggling with 
news her husband stands 
accused of her murder. 

Patrick Charelca, 47, of 
Antigonish was remanded 
Thursday during a court ap¬ 
pearance after being 
charged with the first-de¬ 
gree murder of Ottilia 
Charelca. 

Police found the 42-year- 
old professor with serious 
injuries Wednesday when 
they responded to a 911 call 
from a home in Antigonish. 
She later died in hospital. 

Her colleague at St. Fran¬ 
cis Xavier University de¬ 
scribed her as a dynamic 
person who was involved in 
several campus commit¬ 
tees, and focused her work 
on the disenfranchised. 

University president 
Sean Riley said the mother 
of four daughters was also 


Police are looking to see if 
there are any connections 
between the shooting at 
Citadel High School and 
two shootings on Romans 
Avenue in Halifax. 

Two 911 calls came in 
just after midnight on 
Thursday reporting 
gunshots in the 3000 block 
of Romans Avenue. Two 
people were inside a house 
when shots were fired at it 
from a fleeing vehicle. 

No one was hurt and the 
people in the house 
couldn’t give a description 
of the vehicle. 

It’s the second shooting 
in this neighbourhood in 
two weeks. Last Friday, a 
16-year-old Halifax boy was 
shot in the shoulder as he

Minister 
vows bill 
for better 
drug costs 

Nova Scotia’s health 
minister says the 
province will introduce 
legislation this spring 
aimed at getting fairer 
drug prices. 

Maureen MacDonald 
wouldn’t release details, 
but says she has consult¬ 
ed with other provinces, 
including Ontario, to see 
what they are doing to 
combat high generic 


drug prices. 

She said Ontario has 
taken a number of steps, 
including a cap on the 
price it will pay for 
generic drugs and meas¬ 
ures governing rebates 
to pharmacies. 

The minister said a 
discussion about caps 
was part of a 
consultation process 
that was conducted last 
fall with 16 groups rep¬ 
resenting pharmacies, 
seniors, drug manufac¬ 
turers and doctors. 

MacDonald would on¬ 
ly say the government 
will be taking into 
account what it heard 
during the 
consultations.

Film explores highs, lows 
of global gay experience 


Most people are unaware 
of the violence gays are 
facing in certain countries, 
according to a gay activist 
from Halifax. 

“When I learned that 
people were being arrested 
and beaten up (for being 
gay), I really wanted to 
make sure that we started 
talking more about these 
things in North America,” 
said Ken Coolen, who is 
now president of the Van¬ 
couver Pride Society. 

In an award-winning 
documentary called Be¬ 
yond Gay: The Politics Of 
Pride, Coolen and his VPS 
colleagues travel the globe 
to places where virulent 
homophobia still exists. 

“The documentary is 
created to remind people 
although we have it easy in 
Canada, there’s still lots of 
people who are still fight¬ 
ing for what we’re taking 
for granted,” Coolen said. 

Bob Christie, director of 
Beyond Gay, said the film 
is not necessarily just 
about gay rights but has a 
strong focus on gay pride 
— from the extremes of 
protest to the heights of

celebration. 

The film takes a more 
serious undertone as they 
travel to Moscow, where 
homophobic protests turn 
violent, he said.

“I always wanted the 
film to kind of be a cele¬ 
bration,” he said.

cent of us say we go to 
work each day to live. On¬ 
ly 27 per cent say they live 
to work. 

Work-life balance is the 
order of the day in almost 
every white-collar HR de¬ 
partment in the land. 

Folks in HRM are more 
satisfied with their work 
than just about all other 
workers in Canada. 

When asked to rate 
their job satisfaction on a 
scale of one to 10, with 10 
being extremely satisfied, 
58 per cent scored eight 
or higher. 

And we are particularly 
satisfied with the rela¬ 
tionship we have with our 
co-workers — 78 per cent 
indicating high levels on 
the same scale. 

The most interesting 
findings in this research 
are the gender differ¬ 
ences. 

Thirty-two per cent of 
men say they live to work, 
compared to 22 per cent 


Advancement 

P Polling results found a 
greater percentage of fe¬ 
males (35) indicated they 
are satisfied with their 
prospects for 
advancement compared 
to men ( 31 ). 

of women. Our poll also 
shows 39 per cent of fe¬ 
males feel valued by their 
employers, versus 52 per 
cent of males. 

As expected, this corre¬ 
lates with general job sat¬ 
isfaction. 

On the job satisfaction 
scale of one to 10, 58 per 
cent of men scored eight 
or higher compared to 51 
per cent of women. 

And how are folks 
around HRM dealing with 
technology in the work¬ 
place and elsewhere? 

Women appear to be 
dealing with it better — 
36 per cent of men feel 
their wireless handheld 
device chains them more 
to their work, compared 
with 23 per cent of 
women. And women (50 
per cent) are more likely 
to turn off their BlaclcBer- 
ry or similar devices once 
they leave work.

A plane carrying Haiti’s 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide has 
taken off from South 
Africa, ending his seven 
years in exile and cariying 
him home to adoring 
crowds — and to questions 
about what influence he 
will have on a fragile coun- 
try. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama had tried to keep 
the hugely popular but 
controversial figure away 
from his country until it 
holds a presidential elec¬ 
tion this weekend. 

Aristide’s lawyer, Ira 
Kurzban, has said Aristide 
will be back in Haiti by 
noon Friday. 

Aristide, a former slum 
priest, was twice elected 



president of Haiti. 

Thousands and thou¬ 
sands of people were ex¬ 
pected to welcome him. 

“We can’t hold him 
hostage if he wants to go,” 
South African cabinet min¬ 
ister Collins Chabane had 
said Thursday, noting 
Haiti’s government had de¬ 
livered Aristide’s diplomat¬ 


ic passport last month. 

U.S. National Security 
Council spokesperson 
Tommy Vietor said: “The 
United States ... has deep 
concerns that President 
Aristide’s return to Haiti in 
the closing days of the 
election could be destabi¬ 
lizing.” 

Aristide’s terms in office 
were rocky — he was oust¬ 
ed in a coup and was re¬ 
stored to power in a U.S. 
military intervention in 
1994. 

After completing his 
term he was re-elected 
years later, only to flee a 
rebellion in 2004 aboard a 
U.S. plane. Aristide 
claimed he was kidnapped.

Supreme

The country’s top court has 
agreed to hear the case of a 
woman who wanted to 
wear a niqab while testify¬ 
ing. 

The woman, known as 
N.S., was to testify against 
two relatives she accuses of 
sexually assaulting her. 

She wanted to wear her 
niqab while on the stand, 
but the two men argued it 
violated their right to face 
their accuser in court. 


The case went to the 
Court of Appeal for On¬ 
tario, which ruled witness¬ 
es who wear the veil must 
remove it on the stand, but 
only if wearing it truly jeop¬ 
ardizes the accused’s right 
to a fair trial. 

That court sent the case 
back to the preliminary in¬ 
quiry judge, and ordered 
the judge to let N.S. make 
arguments about her reli¬ 
gious beliefs, but she took 
the case to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

On Thursday, the 
Supreme Court agreed to 
hear the woman’s appeal 
and ordered Ontario’s attor¬ 
ney general to pay her 
lawyer’s fees.

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Battle to cool 
nukes goes on 

O Top U.S. nuclear regulatory official warns it could be weeks before 
crisis at Japanese plant is under control O Thousands remain homeless

Emergency workers 
seemed to try everything 
they could think of Thurs¬ 
day to douse Japan’s most 
dangerously overheated 
nuclear reactors: helicop¬ 
ters, heavy-duty fire 
trucks, even water can¬ 
nons normally used to 
quell rioters. But they 
couldn’t be sure any of it 
was easing the peril at the 
tsunami-ravaged facility. 

Three reactors have 
had at least partial melt¬ 
downs at the Fulcushima 
Dai-ichi nuclear plant, 
where wisps of white 
steam rose from the 
stricken units Friday 
morning. But Japanese 
and U.S. officials believe a 
greater danger exists in 
the pools used to store 


spent nuclear fuel: Fuel 
rods in one pool were be¬ 
lieved to be at least par¬ 
tially exposed, if not dry, 
and others were in dan¬ 
ger. Without water, the 
rods could heat up and 
spew radiation. 

A senior official with 
the UN’s nuclear safety 
agency said there had 
been “no significant wors¬ 
ening” at the Fulcushima 
Dai-ichi nuclear plant but 
that the situation re¬ 


mained “very serious.” 

Tokyo Electric Power 
said it believed workers 
were making headway in 
staving off a catastrophe 
both with the spraying 
and, especially, with ef¬ 
forts to complete an 
emergency power line to 
restart the plant’s own 
electric cooling systems. 

“This is a first step to¬ 
ward recoveiy,” said Teru-

The crisis triggered by 
last week’s earthquake 
and tsunami has forced 
thousands to evacuate 
and drained Tokyo’s nor¬ 
mally vibrant streets of 
life, its residents either 
leaving town or holing up 
in their homes. 

The official death toll 
from the disasters stood 
at 5,692 as of Friday 
morning, with 9,522 miss¬ 
ing, the national police 
agency said.

Hundreds of Canadians 
taking part in an exchange 
and teaching program run 
by the Japanese govern¬ 
ment are confirmed safe 
following the country’s 
earthquake and tsunami, 
but it’s uncertain if or 
when they will be coming 
home. 

Jung-Suk Ryu, a 
spokesman for the Japan¬ 
ese Embassy in Ottawa, 
says 475 Canadians are tak¬ 
ing part this year in the 
Japan Exchange and Teach¬ 
ing (JET) program, but he 
couldn’t provide informa¬ 
tion on whether any of 
them are cutting short 
their terms and returning 
to Canada. 

Privately run programs 
also exist to arrange stints 
for foreigners who want to 
teach English in Japan, but 
it’s not known how many 
Canadians are currently in¬ 
volved in those programs. 
As well, some individuals 
seek employment inde¬ 
pendently.

Recovery still on 
track: CIBC 

O Even with higher oil prices and increasing government fiscal restraint, 
the Canadian economy should pull through, analyst says 


Recent events in Japan have 
added to growing concerns 
about the strength of the 
recoveiy, but should not 
push either the Canadian 
or global economies back 
into recession, CIBC says. 

In its latest monthly re¬ 
port, CIBC World Markets 
predicts growth will re¬ 
main relatively strong in 
Canada despite a slowing in 
other countries due to ris¬ 
ing oil prices and restraint 
in government spending. 

While Canada is not im¬ 
mune to issues facing the 
global economy, the report 
forecasts real GDP growth 
of four per cent in the first 
quarter of 2011. 

As a result, CIBC senior 
economist Peter Buchanan 
expects the Bank of Canada 
to hike its overnight rate by 


May. Until now, most ana¬ 
lysts have been predicting 
the bank would hold off on 
a rate hike until at least 
mid-year. 

The CIBC report notes 
that the global economy 
was already facing uncer¬ 
tainty on a number of

Mercury’s magnetism

A desk-sized NASA space¬ 
craft is riding the brakes 
all the way to Mercuiy, 
about to pull a tricky ma¬ 
noeuvre Thursday night to 
become the first man¬ 
made object to orbit the 
tiny planet. 

After a trip of 7.9 billion 
kilometres and nearly six 
and a half years, the Mes¬ 
senger spacecraft will tiy 
to careen into an egg- 
shaped orbit and fight off 
the gigantic gravitational 
pull of the sun. To do so, it 
will have to use more than 
half of the fuel it was 
launched with in 2004 to 
reduce speed dramatically 
in just 15 minutes. 

If all works well, 
Messenger will circle as 
close as 193 kilometres 
from the surface and sur¬ 


vey the entire planet for a 
year, beginning April 4. It 
will learn about Mercuiy’s 
mysterious magnetic field 
and — most tantalizing of 
all — discover if the clos¬ 
est planet to the sun has 
ice in its permanently 
dark frigid craters near its 
poles. 

If all doesn’t go well, it 
is more likely that the 
$446-million spacecraft 


flies away from Mercuiy 
and ends up circling the 
sun. NASA should know 
whether it succeeds in 
about an hour. If 
something goes wrong, 
engineers have fallback 
plans they can use in the 
next three days to three 
months to try to get the 
spacecraft back in some 
kind of orbit around Mer¬ 
cuiy.

Tarantino’s Grindhouse in 
2007. “We were starting to 
make a feature length ver¬ 
sion for no money with 


jokes, to get back to his 
home planet. Think of it as 
E.T. for frat boys and you get 
the idea. 

In the world the movie 
creates, the idea of a wise¬ 
cracking alien makes per¬ 
fect sense, but adding an 
E.T. doesn’t always fit so 
well. Take Meatballs Part 2, 
The addition of a grey, rub¬ 
ber-skinned alien hardly im¬ 
proves on the original Bill 
Murray classic. 

The fun loving aliens of 
Earth Girls Are Easy are put 
to better use. The movie’s 
plot is best summed up by 
manicurist Valerie (Geena 
Davis): “A UFO landed in my 
pool and they captured me 
but we made friends and I 
fed them Pop-Tarts and ... 
we’ve got to cut their hair.” 

Once shaved the former 


friends on the weekends 
when we went to the 
Grindhouse premiere in 
L.A.,” explained Eisner. 

“That night I got a call 
from Alliance saying that 


furry wookies look a lot like 
Jeff Goldblum, Jim Carrey 
and Damon Wayans, and 
are ready to hit the L.A. 
clubs in search of love. They 
may be aliens. Candy says, 
“but they can still be dates!” 

One of the most memo¬ 
rable movie aliens is Mathe- 
sar, the Thermian leader 
played by Enrico Colantoni 
in Galaxy Quest. Learning 
everything he knows about 
Earth from TV, he turns to 
the cast of a sci-fi show to 
help save his planet. 

The best scene is when 
one of the actors, Gwen De¬ 
Marco (Sigourney Weaver), 
explains that TV shows are 
not “historical documents.” 
“Surely you don’t think 
Gilligan’s Island is a ... ” 

“Those poor people,” 
Mathesar interrupts. 


they wanted to release our 
trailer with Grindhouse 
theatrically and talk about 
developing the idea into a 
feature film.” 

With that simple phone 
call, Eisner transformed 
from a hungry film fan in¬ 
to a professional filmmak¬ 
er. 

Next week his blood- 
soaked vision debuts 
across Canada, promising 
one of the most depraved 
and giddily entertaining 
cinematic experiences to 
ever come out of our coun¬ 
try. 

It’s something the film¬ 
maker hopes won’t be an 


isolated incident. 

“Hopefully this might 
open some doors to make 
more movies like this in 
Canada. I’d love it, because 
we could make some pret¬ 
ty insane cinema up here 
if given the chance.”

brings in the Internet age. 

“Instantly, with one 
click, five million people 
knew our names,” White 
said of Swift's tweet. 

Swift threw her support 


behind the duo when she 
told fans she was listening 
to Poison & Wine: “You 
can't push 'repeat' on vinyl 
so I keep setting the needle 
back on my record player.”

How would

Many would enjoy this 
tasty snack that is eaten 
sans fork or spoon. 

But at Humber College 
in Toronto, Chef John 
Placlco’s molecular gas¬ 
tronomy course is helping 
people to rethink what 
they know about bagels 
and other foods by show¬ 
ing them that they can en¬ 
joy the same flavours 
using utensils. 


Beet puree, for exam¬ 
ple, is turned into spaghet¬ 
ti while ice cream custard 
— frozen solid on the out¬ 
side — turns creamy and 
rich on the inside after be¬ 
ing dipped in a bath of liq¬ 
uid nitrogen. 

“Molecular gastronomy 
is a modern style of cook¬ 
ing,” explains Placlco. “It 
takes advantage of tech¬ 
nology and ingredient in¬ 
novations to create food 
with unique textures and 
flavour combinations. 

“It’s also about replicat¬ 
ing the same perfect result 
each and eveiy time with 
the use of unique equip¬ 
ment in the kitchen like 
the Pacojet, Thermomix, 
immersion circulators and 
vacuum sealers.” 

Made famous by chefs 
like Ferran Adria from El 
Bulli restaurant in Spain, 
and other world top 


restaurants like Fat Duck 
and Noma, the molecular 
gastronomy trend has 
moved across the world 
and reached restaurants 
and bars in North America. 

It is most often used in 
different forms by mixolo¬ 
gists to create drinks. 

“Most of the Top 10 
restaurants in the world 
today rely on their own 
team of dedicated chefs 
working on research-dri¬ 
ven cuisine (molecular gas¬ 
tronomy),” Placlco says. 

Sampling the scientific 
food was an experience. 

The melon caviar was 
full of flavour and burst on 
its own. It would be a per¬ 
fect addition to any bever¬ 
age. Meanwhile, truffle oil 
scented snow was pungent 
in aroma, but a small taste 
offered big flavour. The 
price of truffle oil can be 
costly so by mixing it with 


maltodextrin, the flavour 
is absorbed, ensuring only 
a small amount is used. 

The dish that I found 
most interesting was the 
kangaroo tenderloin, 
which was cooked sous- 
vide, seared with a blow¬ 
torch and served on 
compressed watermelon. 

In the sous-vide 
method, the protein is 
sealed in a bag with 
flavour to marinate and is 
cooked in water at a veiy 
low temperature for a long 
time. An example offered 
in the course was a 
poached egg that had been 
poached for one hour — 
most eggs only take about 
three minutes to be 
poached in boiling water.

The Halifax Rainmen are 
suddenly on the outside of 
the Premier Basketball 
League playoff picture look¬ 
ing in.
